Housing Scheme For Province 

Alberta cities will be given the 
opportunity to take advantage of 
the dominion government’s hous- 
ing scheme, according to Premier 
Stewart, who has just returned 
from a trip east. They will be 
notified shortly that funds will be 
obtainable under the terms of the 
federal loan, and will be asked to 
state the amount, if any, that each 
of the urban municipalities desires 
for the purpose of erecting work- 
ing men’s dwellings. 

The share which this province 
will be entitled to draw from the 
dominion treasury will be some- 
tvhere in the vicinity of $1,600,000. 
a total of $25,000,000 has been set- 
aside for the new national house- 
building scheme, to be divided 
among the provinees on a basis of 
population, and Alberta’s propor- 
tion will produce 530 houses at a 
cost of $3000 each. Steps will be 
taken to ascertain how many of 
these houses will be wanted.

There was hearty applause from 
all sides of the house as the ‘‘old 
tiger’’ ascended the tribune and 
began his address in a low voice. 

‘‘Kor me in this life, which at 
times has seemed miserably long’’ 
said M. Clemenceau, ‘‘it has been 
permitted that I should travel ov- 
er the stage of crime which has 
been committed between Bord- 
eaux and Strassburg. What has 
been accomplished, surpasses any- 
thing history has registered be- 
fore. 

‘The redemption of Alsace-Lor- 
raine has been the goal of my life. 
A young girl to whom I spoke in 
Strassburg said to me. We may 
now smile M. Clemenceau, We 
have wept long enough. 

‘‘T am speechless. Bilence  al- 
one could cope with such a situa- 
tion. Many times have I felt life
